Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Dr. Rosenblatt gave an explanation of the typical, and current practice, of performing paravaginal repair surgery, 
using an analogy of "leaning telephone poles". Since there is a reoperation rate of 29%, Dr. Rosenblatt has come up 
with a different procedure which is more effective by "fixing the leaning poles" instead of using a midline incision by 
"cutting out droop in telephone lines", as in current practice. Dr. Rosenblatt's novel procedure, as disclosed in the 
instant invention, is an incision-less, laproscopic procedure in which the sutures do not actually exit the body, instead 
they "capture themselves." A device (staple/applicator) and a template (to protect blood vessels) are used. 

Attorney Rhodes then discussed the prior art and how it differs from the instant invention. First, Kovac is treating 
the symptoms, not actually repairing the problem. Claims 39, 41 and 52 are not dealing with the same anatomical 
structure. Claims 53-55 are not making any incisions; however, based on Kovac's specification, substantial incisions 
(cutting with a scalpel) are being made. Benderev et al. is cutting "into ligement..." (very hard tissue) where Applicant 
is working on soft tissue. 

In summary, Attorney Rhodes felt that positively reciting "paravaginal repair" and incorporating the step of sutures 
"not exiting the body" would. define the instant invention over the prior art of record. r\*A\|9 
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
